County Plans 
Street Stops

Establishment of new boule­ 
vard stop regulations in the 
commun'ties of Domingue/ and 
Lomita has been recommended 
by the Los Angeles County 
Traffic Committee, it was dis­ 
closed today by Supervisor Bur­ 
ton W. Chace.

The Committee urged installa­ 
tion of stop signs on each side 
of 223rd Street, at all intersec­ 
tions from Moneta Avenue to 
and including Alameda Street 
with the exception of its inter­ 
section with Main Street.

In order to properly control 
a cross conflict hazard at a high 
accident frequency intersection, 
the establishment of boulevard 
stops was recommended on each 
side of 250th Street at its inter­ 
section with Cypress in Lomita.
